" ANTISUFFRAGE NOTES 


“The Case for Woman Suffrage” 
which is published by the National Col- 
lege Equal Suffrage League and sold by 
the National American Woman Suffrage 
Association tells us that woman suffrage 
will be a great help toward doing away 
with womanly characteristics. It says 
on page 64: 

“Too many advocates of woman suf- 
frage insist that when woman is en- 
franchised she will be no less ‘womanly’ 
than before, whereas in point of fact 
perhaps the chief thing to be said for 
the suffrage is precisely that it will make 
woman less womanly, in the commonly 
accepted sense of the term. For the 
development of woman as a human 
being will inevitably cause many of the 
qualities that have hitherto ‘differenti- 
ated her from man to occupy a smaller 
relative place in her being. One can- 
not argue logically on woman suffrage 
without facing this fact.”” Quite true— 
one cannot. 

The conditions which will obtain in 
this country when the New Man has de- 
veloped in sufficient numbers, and the 
New Woman has assumed control of 
things is vividly portrayed by Gertrude 
Atherton in the Yale Review of April 
1915. She is writing of the indifference 
of American girls in the western states 
to the old code of American morals due 
to their political and economic awak- 
ening, She says: 

“The determination of these women 
to live as men do waxes, and they de- 
spise the ordinary woman whole-heart- 
edly. Now the logical result of this at- 
titude to life will be their cold bloode

under their heel. Their private morals 
will depend entirely upon their normal 
tendencies, secret principles and the 
time left on their hands.”

She does not merely disapprove of 
the contemporary home as wasteful and 
inefficient, she hates it because it vul- 
garizes life. In_ this 
private food-preparing and baby-rear- 
ing establishment, she sees a machine 
which breaks down all that is good and 
noble in women, which degrades and 
pettifies them. She has looked into 
women’s souls and turned away in dis- 
gust at the likeness of a dirty kitchen 
which those souls present.” If these 
views make her a poet, let us be thank- 
ful there are still prose-writers in the 
world! =:

Parcel Post Peculiarities 


The New Haven Railway has sued the 
Post Office for $1,472, the damages for 
being required to carry gold by postal 
parcel service in manner contrary to law. 
The packages were not sealed or stamp- 
ed as required of first-class mail. The 
weight limit was exceeded, and the 
packages were not prepared for conve- 
nient inspection. The railway alleges 
that the gold packages were not mail 
matter of any sort, and were not shipped 
as freight or express. Besides the gold 
the company was required to transport 
seven men as guards, although it has no 
contract covering such service. Never- 


gold and men according to fair value 
received. 


The case is a mild one. The Penn- 
gold for nothing, 200 tons of it, and 100 
clerks and guards. Gold is not the only 
thing which is put into the parcel post 
and carried by the railways for nothing. 
The only thing which the parcel post has 
refused to carry is a baby. The Post- 
master at St. Paul ruled that babies 
were live stock, and not mailable. 
Seven hundred bushels. of oats could 
not be declined, and five tons of ore in 
fifty-pound sacks were shipped to the 
Washoe smelter. It was a losing job 
for Uncle Sam, even worse than for the 
railways. 
way, and the Post Office had to hire 
wagons. 
mailable weights and sent him at a 
profit, at the cost of the railways, 
although the Government got the 
thanks. 


There are reports of postal contractors 
who have made business for themselves 
by means of the parcel post. A West 
Virginia postmaster who also was a grocer 
received an order for four barrels of flour. 
So he sold himself stamps and delivered 
the flour in bags through parcel post. 
The Government was bound to supply 
him with the stamps canceled through 
his office, and also was bound to deliver 
his flour. Nobody paid for the trans- 
portation of the flour. The railway was 
bound to carry it under its four-year 
contract. The Government paid nothing 
for the additional service. The tran-

The celebration of Lucy Stone’s birth- 
day reminds us of the steady progress of 
the equal rights movement. When she 
began to lecture, in 1847, women could 
not vote anywhere in the United States, 
upon any question, except in Kentucky, 
w widows with children of school 
age could take part in electing the 
school committee. When she died, 
twenty-two years ago, women had ob- 
tained full suffrage in only one State, 
Wyoming. Fifteen years later, only 
three more States had been gained. But 
in the last: five years seven States had 
been added, making twelve; and this 
year, in seven more, ‘constitutional 
amendments to enfranchise women 
have passed the Legislatures and are 
now pending before the voters. The 
cause moves with added momentum as 
the years roll on,

Does Area Vote 


Suffrage for women now prevails 
through out about half the territory of 
the United States. To lessen the im- 
portance of this fact, opponents of equal 
rights tell us that “ population votes, not 
area.” The Rev. Clarence Hall Wilson 
of Glen Ridge, N. J., points out in a 
letter to the Montclair Times that this 
is not entirely true. He says: 

“Area does vote, - It votes in the 
United States Senate. Every measure 
before it becomes a law must have the 
approval of the Senate, as well as the 
House of Representatives. In the 
House of Representatives population 
votes; in the Senate areas vote. Each 
arbitrary and fixed unit of area called 


a state has its two votes in the Senate |= - 


no matter what its population. There 
Wyoming, which excites the contempt 
of our anti-suffrage friends, has as 
much voice as New York. It was thought 
wise by the makers of the Constitution 
to afford minorities of population some 
adequate protection aggressive majori- 
ties. 

“Area also votes on all amendments 


! to the Constitution, as it did in the 


original acceptance and adoption of 
the Constitution. In order that an 
amendment shall become a part of the 
Constitution, it must be approved by 
three-fourths of the States, without any 
regard whatever to their population. 
Upon some important occasions area 
does vote.”

Some of the recent gifts include an 
iron fire shovel- once used by Madam 
Phillips in her home on Phillips street 
which has been given the society by 
the Misses Lois and Florence Cum- 
mings. Mrs. James F. Richards has 
donated a delicate blue cup that was 
once part of a set of china used at 
Abbot Academy when it opened its 
doors as a Seminary. There too is a 
Webster plate, full of associations of 
those stirring times that brought forth 
a Daniel Webster. Through the gen- 
erous gifts of Mrs. John Cochran, 
many new and interesting articles have 
found a place in the rooms. A small 
pitcher from the Horace Ware estate 
testifies to the change that time brings 
in a growing community. It was used 
in the Ware house that stood where 
Miss Mary Ballard’s house now stands. 
This Ware house was moved up the 
street and is now occupied by the 
Misses Dean. A tablecloth of unusual 
value was made from flax grown in 
Andover and spun and woven by Mrs. 
James Cochran. A little red chair once 
belonging to Mrs. Hannah Harris 
Towne, grandmother of John Cochran, 
served part of its life as a straight 
chair but later a pair of cradle rockers 
were added. There is also a large blue 
platter that was once used by this same 
Madam Towne.

South of Lomza the entire Russian 
line is said to be retreating, and 
across the Vistula, between that river 
and the Bug, the Muscovites, accord- 
ing to Vienna, are still being pushed 
back by the forces of the Teutonic al- 
Hes. 

A North Sea Battle 

After a picturesque battle in the 
North sea, the German armed auxili- 
ary steamer Meteor was blown up by 
her commander to escape capture by 
a British fleet, after she had sent the 
British warship Ramsey to the bottom 
by her gunfire. It is believed that 
nearly all on board the German boat 
perished, while forty-three officers 
and men were saved from the Ram- 
bey. 

This was the first naval action be- 
tween British and German vessels for 
some time. 

The Meteor was formerly owned by 
the Hamburs-American Steamship 
company. The Ramsey was a mer- 
chant vessel which went into commis- 
sion in the British navy in Novem- 
ber 1914. 

Busy Day For Submarines 

The activity of German submarines 
in British waters resulted Wednes- 
day in the sinking of eleven other 
vessels, including a British steamer, 
sailing vessels of three other nations 
and seven British fishing boats. 

The record includes the British 
steamer Oakwood, the Norwegian 
bark Morna, the French bark Fran- 
cois and the Russian bark Baltzer, 
fn addition to the seven trawlers. The 
crews of all the vessels are reported 
saved. 

Germans Take French Trenches 

A violent German attack by the 
crown prince’s army in the Argonne 
resulted in the capture of first line 
French trenches, some of which were 
retaken. 

The Italian Campaign 

The first statement of the losses in 
the -Isonzo river fighting comes un- 
Officially from Milan, to the effect 
that the Austrians have lost about 
85,000 men and the Italian troops 
“less than 200,000.” It is said that 
1050 Italian officers were lost in the 
army of the Duke d’Aosta alone anda 
that the troops are becoming dis- 
pirited . 

Fourteen Killed In Zeppelin Raid 

A Zeppelin raid was made on the 
east coast cf Eneland, in which four- 
teen persons were killed and fourteen 
wounded.
